To His Excellency JOHN CAMPBELL, EARL OF ABERDEEN, 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 


The Estates Commissioners beg to submit the following Report of their proceed- 
ings under the Irish Land Act, 1903, during the year ending 31st March, 1906, together 
with a summary of their proceedings for the period from 1st November, 1903, to the 
31st March, 1906. 


In their Interim Report, dated .lOth April, 1905, the Commissioners gave statistics 
of the operations under the Irish Land Act, 1903, up to the 31st December, 1904 ; 
they added some observations of a general character explaining their practice and 
methods of procedure, and drew such conclusions as were suggested by then- 
experience of the working of the Act up to that date. 


In their first Annual Report, dated 27th July following, statistical information 
was furnished as to the working of the Act from the 1st November, 1903, the date 
on which it came into operation, up to the 31st March, 1905. 


The present Report contains a summary of the transactions from the passing of 
the Act up to the 31st March, 1906, and particulars of transactions for the year 
ending 31st March, 1906.

Legal Doubts 
Difficulties. 


General Observations. 

As soon as practicable after the passing of the Act, Rules were made under 
section 23 (13) for carrying into effect the first 23 sections of the Act, and in 
February, 1904, Instructions to Inspectors were prepared and issued by the 
Commissioners. 


It was found in practice that these Instructions were not sufficiently full and 
precise, and after an exchange of views between the Commissioners and the Govern- 
ment, the Lord Lieutenant, in February, 1905, framed a new code of Instructions 
and transmitted them to the Commissioners with directions to issue them to 
Inspectors. 


The Instructions of February, 1905, continued in force until the 5th March, 1906, 
when they were withdrawn by the Lord Lieutenant. Fresh Instructions,* dated 9th 
March, 1906, which are now in use, were prepared and issued by the Estates 
Commissioners themselves. 

The Instructions of February, 1905, and also the Regulations issued by the Lord 
Lieutenant in July, 1905, under Section 23 (8) of the Act, contained provisions which, 
in the Commissioners’ opinion, seriously impeded the expeditious and efficient working 
of the Act, especially in the matters of the acquisition of untenanted land, the restoration 
of evicted tenants, and the speedy purchase of estates under Sections 6, 7, and 8. The 
effect of judicial decisions given during the year, whereby the Regulations of 1905 
were modified or declared ultra vires, and the issue of new Regulations! in 1906 have 
to a great extent removed the difficulties which the former Regulations and Instruc- 
tions had caused. 

(Mr. Wrench does not join in the views expressed in the above paragraph. In his 
opinion it is clearly the duty of the Commissioners to comply with any Regulations 
issued under the Act by the Government of the day, and it does not appeal- to him 
to be proper for the Commissioners to discuss differences of view and policy which 
underlie the different Regulations and Instructions issued). 

The Commissioners’ operations have also been impeded by the existence of legal 
doubts and difficulties which came before them in the working of the Act. 

For example, the administration of the Sections relating to untenanted land was 
hampered by doubts whether the Commissioners could purchase wholly untenanted 
land under Sections 6 and 7, as an “ Estate ” and whether, if they could not do so, lands 
wholly untenanted, purchased under Section 8 could be declared an “ Estate,” and by 
further uncertainty as to whether untenanted lands could be bought under Section 
8, save where such lands were required for the purpose of facilitating the resale or 
redistribution of particular Estates actually purchased or proposed to be purchased by 
the Land Commission at the time of the proposed purchase of the untenanted land. 
It was argued on behalf of the Treasury that untenanted land purchased under 
Section 8 of the Act could not constitute an estate for the purposes of the Act, that 
the Commissioners had no power to buy untenanted land under that section for the 
purpose of facilitating the resale of Estates generally, and that the purchase of such 
land by them must be made only for the purpose of facilitating the resale of particular 
Estates purchased or proposed to be purchased by the Commissioners. These 
doubts greatly hampered the operations of the Commissioners until they were 
removed in November, 1905, by the decision of the Judicial Commissioner in the 
Estate of the Hon. C. W. White, confirmed on appeal by the Court of Appeal, 
the decision of the Court being that wholly untenanted land could be purchased by 
the Estates Commissioners as an Estate both under Section 6 and Section 7. 


The Court decided, in Wallace’s Estate, that the Estates Commissioners could 
create tenancies in untenanted land purchased by them, but it remained undecided 
whether such tenants could obtain advances for purchase of their holdings, and the 
Treasury intimated that they intended to object to any advances being made to such 
tenants. If this objection had been maintained, it would have seriously hampered the

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Commissioners in dealing with untenanted land, because, unless the Commissioners 
had persons coming within Sections 2 and 4 ready to take up such land, although 
they could let it to tenants, they would not have been able to sell to them, and would 
be compelled to remain in the position of landlords collecting rent from them. J he 
Treasury have recently intimated that the objection to making of advances in such 
cases is now withdrawn. 


One of the most important duties of the Commissioners in making advances for Security, 
the purchase of non-judicial holdings is to satisfy themselves that the security for 
the proposed advance is adequate, and that the agreed price is equitable, having regard 
to all the circumstances of the case (Section 5 of the Act), and also,, in the case of 
judicial holdings where the pxiees agreed on do not come within zone limits, to satisfy 
themselves that such prices are adequately secured and equitable, having regard to 
the interests of all persons interested in the estate. 

The Commissioners have experienced great difficulty in laying down or discovering 
any guiding principle by which the adequacy of the security offered by holdings for 
proposed advances may be tested, or by which the question of the equity of prices 
that may be agreed upon can be determined. 

The following principles of estimating the amounts for which holdings may be 
held to be security have suggested themselves : 

(A) The principle usually adopted by Banks, Insurance Companies, or other lenders 
of money on security. 

(B) The principles deduced from the Act itself. 

(C) The personal opinion of the Inspector, 

(D) The principle adopted under previous Land Purchase Acts. 

As to A, the principle followed by Banks, d-c. — The principle followed by Banks, 
Insurance Companies, or other lenders of money by way of mortgage, is that the 
advance should be limited to a proportion (for example, two-thirds) of the selling 
value of the property offered as security. 


It does not appear possible to apply this method in judging of the security for 
advances applied for under the Purchase Acts, because there is practically only one 
buyer for the holding, namely, the occupier ; there is, therefore, no free market for the 
sale of the property offered as security, and thus no means of ascertaining its selling 
value. 


As to B, the principle embodied in the Act itself. — The Act itself lays down that an 
advance shall be sanctioned (and presumably, therefore, is considered to be adequately . 
secured), “ in the case of the purchase of a holding subject to a judicial rent fixed or 
agreed to since the passing of the Act of 1896, if the Purchase Annuity created under 
this Act, payable in respect of the advance will be not less than ten or more than 
thirty per cent, below the existing rent.” [Section 1, s.s. 1 (a). If, then, an estimate 
were made of what would now be fixed as the judicial rent of a non-judicial holding, 
and the annuity on the proposed purchase price were from 10 to 30 per cent, less than 
that rent, it might be held, according to the principles laid down in the Act, that such 
price is adequately secured. Until recently, it was not possible to apply this 
principle, as the Instructions to Inspectors prohibited a report by them of the 
estimated net fair rent. This has, however, been remedied in the recent Instructions, 
and Inspectors are now asked to estimate the gross and net fair rent ; from this and 
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the other circumstances of the case the Commissioners are enabled to form an opinion 
whether the holding is, in accordance with the principles embodied in the Act, 
security for the advance. 

(From this view, however, Mr. Wrench dissents. He holds that the Estates Com- 
missioners have neither the jurisdiction nor the machinery for estimating “ Net Fair 
Rents,” the ascertainment of such Net Fair Rents being otherwise provided for by 
the Land Law Acts). 

As to C, the personal opinion of the Inspector. — Owing to the difficulty experienced 
in laying down any principle, the Commissioners have heretofore been obliged to 
accept to a great extent the personal opinion of the Inspector based upon his 
judgment, skill, and experience. The Inspectors, the Commissioners have reason to 
believe, have, as a rule, arrived at a conclusion by allowing a percentage between the 
annuity on the advance applied for and a fair rent fixed in their own minds. The 
Instructions, however, and the Forms of Report did not, until recently, require them 
to report in this form, so that their Reports did not show that they had in fact 
followed this method, or enable the Commissioners to test their work by forming an 
opinion on the adequacy of the percentage allowed under the circumstances of the 
particular cases. 

As to D, the principle adopted under previous Land Purchase Acts. — The Commis- 
sioners have not been able to ascertain from the report of any decided case, or from 
the Annual Reports of the Irish Land Commission, or otherwise, the principle on 
which security was estimated under the Land Purchase Acts previous to the passing 
of the Irish Land Act, 1903. 

The Commissioners hope that the information which will henceforth be available 
as to the estimated gross and net fair rent as compared with the proposed annuity 
will afford a somewhat safer basis for forming an opinion as to the security for the 
probable payment of the annuity than that hitherto furnished. 

The Commissioners desire to add that it appears to them that it is not practicably 
possible to consider the question of security otherwise than by considering the pro- 
bability of the payment of the annuity by the purchaser, this annuity being compared 
for this purpose with the estimated present fair rent, and due regard being had to the 
fact that the fair rent can be revised every 15 years, while the annuity has to be paid 
unchanged for 68 years, with all the chances of a possible change of conditions 
brought about by variation in the prices of agricultural produce, freer importation 
of foreign cattle, etc. Bearing these considerations in mind, it is manifest that there 
must be a great element of uncertainty in any conclusion that may be come to as to 
the sufficiency of the security, whatever may be the principle adopted in coming 
to such conclusion. 

Price. In their Instructions to Inspectors, the Commissioners have been careful to dis- 

tinguish between security and price, the former depending on the value of the holding 
as it stands, the latter on the interest of the "Vendor therein which he proposes to sell. 

In estimating the latter, the Commissioners have regard on the one hand to what 
the Vendor might presumably expect to get for the rental of the property being sold, 
having regard to the provisions of the Act, and to all the circumstances of the case, 

. and on the other hand to the price at which the tenant might reasonably expect to 
purchase, taking into consideration the annuity which he will have to pay, and the 
period for which it will be payable. 

In dealing with the question of price, as in dealing with that of security, the 
Commissioners have experienced great difficulty in estimating what would be the fair 
and equitable price of the landlord’s interest which is being sold. 

The following principles for estimating the price of the landlord’s interest have 
suggested themselves : — 

(A) That deducible from the Judicial Commissioner’s decision in the case of King- 
Harman’s Estate — Eliza Hayes, purchasing tenant,— namely, that where landlord 
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and tenant, being both of them sui juris, agree voluntarily to a particular price, that 
price must be held to be equitable to them in the absence of duress, fraud, or other 
inequitable pressure, such as would induce a court of equity to set aside the 
agreement. 

(B) The price which the landlord’s interest would fetch if sold in an open market. 

(C) Such a price as would, if invested in safe securities, provide the vendor his 
net income calculated on second term rents (by net income being meant what would 
be the gross second term rental, less cost of collection and management and bad 
debts). 

As to “ A,” it should be remarked that the law has been laid down by the Judicial 
Commissioner in his judgment in the King-Harman case, and the Estates Commis- 
sioners are bound to act on the law as so interpreted. 

It is however to be observed that the question of the Commissioners’ powers to 
inquire into the equity of price to the tenant purchaser has again been recently 
referred to the Judicial Commissioner for decision, since doubt has arisen as to 
whether the decision in the King-Harman case covered only the particular facts of 
that case or is of general application. 

(It appears to Mr. Wrench that the above observations in pages vi. and vii. assume 
that the Commissioners have power, even in cases of direct sales, to fix prices ; for 
that, in his opinion, is what the claim to review prices fixed by the agreement of the 
parties, and apart from any question of security, really comes to. Mr. Wrench does 
not join in this view. He has always understood that the price was a matter to be 
arranged between Landlord and Tenant, and that it was for them to settle what the 
purchase price of the holding was to be ; and that when they had so agreed, it was 
the duty of the Commissioners under the Act, while carefully guarding against fraud, 
duress, or intimidation on either side, to measure the amount of the advance, having 
due regard to the security which the holding as it stands, would afford, for the repay- 
ment of the advances applied for ; which advance and the annuity thereon, would 
have priority over all other interests in the holding, no matter how created). 

As to “B,” there being no open market, equitable prices cannot be determined by 
what the landlord’s interest would fetch in such market. 

As to “ C,” the application of the principle can be seen from a simple example : — 

If the absolute owner of an unencumbered fee simple estate of a normal character 
producing a gross second term rental of .£1,000 a year, and a net rental of £900, 
agrees for the sale of it direct to his tenants or to the Commissioners for 23 years’ 
purchase, the sale will produce a sum of £23,000, together with a bonus of 12 per 
cent., or £2,760, total £25,760 ; this sum invested at 3J per cent, in securities 
as safe or safer than that furnished by Irish land, will produce an income of 
£901 12s. Od. ; or £861 7s. Od. if the owner has consented to pay his solicitor and 
agent 5 per cent, out of the purchase money, for carrying out the sale. If 
the estate were prior to the sale subject to mortgages at 4 to 5 per cent, interest, a 
sale on the above terms, with the redemption of the mortgages, would produce a 
result still more favourable to the vendor. In this connection it may be mentioned 
that the vendor under the present Act is relieved of a considerable portion of the 
costs heretofore paid by him, e.g., Searches in Registries of Deeds and Judgments for 
purposes of making Title, Stamp Duties on Purchase Agreements and Vesting Orders, 
Notices on Public Departments, &c. The interest in_ lieu of rent payable by the 
purchasing tenants pending the completion of the sale is also collected for the vendor 
at the public expense by the Land Commission and paid over, free of all charge, to 
him. 

The result of a sale to the tenants at these prices would be that an annuity of 
£747 10s. would be payable by them in lieu of their former rent of £1,000, being a 
reduction in their annual payments of £252 10s., or 25£ per cent, below a second 
term rental. 

In the case, however, of abnormal estates (such as congested estates, estates held in 
rundale, or consisting in the main of reclaimed bog, mountain, and the like), the rent of 
which is in fact not wholly paid from the produce of the land but from the wages of 
labour, or money received from relatives in America or elsewhere, it is open to doubt 
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whether a reduction of 2 5£ per cent, on second term judicial rents, fixed for Dnly 15 
years affords the State adequate security for the payment of purchase annuities on 
this basis for 68£ years. In such cases the land itself does not produce the rent or the 
annuity, and, although the rent may be well secured for a short period of 15 years, it 
is evident that, for a long period such as 68£- years, there is no guarantee that the 
existing conditions will continue. There is no certainty that the assistance obtained 
from outside sources will continue, and, if the holding comes into the hands of an 
occupier who does not or is not able to supplement the return from the holding by 
other means, there can be no security for an annuity which is not produced out of the 
land itself. The fact that large prices are often obtained for the right to occupy such 
holdings is not a proper or a safe basis for an estimate of security. These prices are 
due to local causes or the land hunger which the land legislation of recent years is 
intended to discount both in the fixing of fair rents and in estimating the security for 
purchase advances. 

(It appears to Mr. Wrench that the above references to the possible stoppage of 
money from America, or a freer importation of foreign cattle deal with matters of 
surmise and hypothesis, which are not in his opinion suitable for introduction into an 
Official .Report of Proceedings under the Act). 

Declaration of In their Interim Report dated 10th April, 1905, the general principles on which 
es ' the Commissioners declare or refuse to declare lands comprised in applications to be 
an “ Estate” for the purposes of the Act were explained thus : — 

In many cases the Owners of land have asked the Commissioners whether they would be likely to 
declare certain lands to be a “ Separate Estate,” before such Owners undergo the expense of filing a 
formal Originating Application and entering into negotiations with their tenants for purchase. As a 
rule, the Commissioners have been able, from an examination of the Eental and Estate Map, to 
intimate to the Owner whether they would be prepared to regard, or would refuse to regard the 
lands proposed to be sold as a “Separate Estate” for the purposes of the Act, and thus the cases in 
which Applications have been actually lodged and in which the Commissioners have subsequently 
refused to regard the lands as a “ Separate Estate ” have been few, since, where the Commissioners 
were not prepared to regard any particular lands as a “Separate Estate,” they so informed the 
Vendor before formal Applications were lodged. Where the property proposed to be sold as a 
“Separate Estate ” consists of a Townland, or a number of adjacent Townlands in a compact block, 
the Commissioners have generally intimated to the Owners that they would be willing to declare such 
lands to be a “Separate Estate,” even though the Owner may have other lands adjacent, or at a 
distance, which he does not propose to sell at the same time ; but the Commissioners generally insist 
on all the lands included in the block being in the first instance comprised in the Estate. It would 
obviously delay sales to no purpose to insist on the whole of a large property situated, it may be, in 
different counties being brought in for sale at one time and included in one application. 

Where the lands comprised in the Application consist of a single holding, or where the Vendor 
desires to leave out of the sale a considerable number of chequered holdings situated within the ambit 
of the block, or where he has untenanted lands in his occupation which may be required for the 
purpose of enlarging holdings, and has not included them in the lands proposed to be sold as an estate, 
or where the estate is badly congested and the holdings are manifestly inadequate security for the 
prices agreed upon, and there are no apparent means of improving or enlarging them, the Commis- 
sioners have refused to declare the lands to be a “ Separate Estate ” for the purposes of the Act. 

When an Originating Application comes before the Commissioners for consideration, they, if 
satisfied with the Vendor’s proposals, make an order provisionally declaring the lands fit to be regarded 
as a “Separate Estate.” This provisional declaration may be made either before or after agreements 
to purchase have been entered into between landlord and tenant ; but it is liable to be altered or 
cancelled on receipt of fuller information as to the circumstances of the property, on inspection or 
otherwise. 

All the holdings in a provisionally declared “Estate” must ordinarily be sold as part of that 
Estate, but the Commissioner may allow a particular holding, or a number of holdings, to be excluded 
from the property being sold, and the provisional declaration of the Estate to be amended accordingly 
before the final declaratory order is passed, if sufficient reason is shown for the exclusion, such as— 

(a.) That the tenant is altogether unwilling to buy, for the reason that he may prefer to 
postpone purchase till he has had a second term rent judicially fixed, or for other 
reason. 

(6.) That a reasonable offer of sale has been made to a tenant and refused by him. 

(c.) That the price agreed on, though reasonable in itself, is more than the Commissioners are 
prepared to advance having regard to the security ; as for example, where the holding 
consists mainly of buildings belonging to the landlord, which buildings being liable 
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to destruction by fire or dilapidation, would not be security for 68*- years for the 
instalments of the advance applied for. 


(cl.) That the holding is a labourer’s cottage, school-house, house in a town, or other holding 
in respect of which the Commissioners are not prepared to make an advance. 

Since that Report was submitted, a few applications nave come to the 
notice of the Commissioners which they have refused to grant, namely, where the 
Vendor has parcelled untenanted land in his occupation into holdings, put them up to 
auction to the highest bidder subject to an assumed rental, and then proposed at once 
to sell under the Act of 1903 the holdings thus created to the auction purchasers, they 
being, in some instances, large farmers or graziers who already possessed extensive 
farms, while small uneconomic holdings existed in the neighbourhood which required 
enlargement and there were tenants evicted from the property who had not been 
reinstated. The Commissioners being of opinion that to declare the lands comprised 
in the applications in such cases an estate would be to frustrate and not to carry 
out the purposes of the Act, have refused to declare the lands an estate. If owners 
obtain, since the passing of the Act of 1 903, the highest possible prices for their 
untenanted lands by selling them, by auction or otherwise, to classes of persons to 
whom it was not the intention of the Act to assign untenanted lands, they clearly 
have, in the opinion of the Commissioners, no claim to a bonus of State money, in 
addition to the auction prices, in order to encourage them to carry out transactions 
which it was the intention of the Act to discountenance. 

(With regard to the foregoing paragraph Mr. Wrench desires to observe that as 
far as he can discover only three cases, of the character referred to, have come 
officially before the Commissioners ; and having regard to the nature of these three 
cases be does not consider that there is any warrant for anticipating that such a 
procedure is likely to be adopted to any prejudicial extent. Moreover there does not 
appear to him to be anything in the Act of 1903, to prohibit such a proceeding, pro- 
vided that a tenancy so created is a real tenancy, and the transaction is “ bona fide ”). 

The attention of the Commissioners has also been called to cases in which, 
either by the service of an originating notice and the execution of a subsequent 
consent fixing a rent, or by entering into an agreement, the parties have purported 
to fix judicial rents, and have immediately thereafter executed purchase agreements. 

Where the Commissioners are of opinion that these transactions fixing judicial 
rents are not real transactions, but are entered into for the purpose of bringing the 
cases within the zones, and thus withdrawing them from the jurisdiction of the Com- 
missioners as to equity of price and security, they will refuse to be bound by these 
transactions, and will treat the cases as non-zone cases, in accordance with the views 
expressed by the Court of Appeal in Talbot Crosbie’s Estate, 1905, I.L.R. 570, and of 
the Judicial Commissioner in Coote’s Estate, 1906, I.L.R 48. In the latter case, 
in which a Judicial Rent had been fixed by consent, the Judicial Commissioner 
observed : — 

“We will make this consent a rule of Court, subject to the observation, which applies to this as 
well as to some other cases on the estate, that we do not usurp the jurisdiction of the Estates Com- 
missioners, if this transaction is followed by a Purchase Agreement, to consider the question of 
whether the entire transaction, when read in the light of the documents before us in this application, 
is a real or unreal transaction. I make no suggestion. I merely point out that the fact of making 
this consent a rule of Court does not necessarily involve that the Estates Commissioners will not be at 
liberty, before taking action in the matter, to satisfy themselves that the entire transaction is a bona 
fide transaction. ” 

The attention paid during the year to the working of the Act has been shown by 
the number of Parliamentary Questions asked, these numbering, in the present 
session, up to the date of the signing of the Report over 600. 

The interest shown in their proceedings by these Questions, however gratifying 
and desirable, has proved somewhat embarrassing to the Commissioners and their 
Staff, and has considerably delayed the ordinary work, and the prepai’ation of this 
Report.

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In prescribing under section 23 (14) of the Irish Land Act 1903 the form in 
which the Estates Commissioners shall make their Annual Reports, the Treasury 
have directed that each Report shall include all proceedings up to the end of the 
year to which such Report relates. The present Report and the Statistical Tables 
in* the Appendix accordingly give particulars of all proceedings during the period 
from 1st November, 1903 (the date on which the Act came into operation), up to the 
31st March, 1906, as well as in the year from 1st April, 1905, to 31st March, 1906. 

Where not otherwise stated, the expression “ period” in this Report means the period 
from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, and the expression “ year ” means the 
year ended 31 st March, 1906.

DIRECT SALES BY LANDLORDS TO TENANTS, i.e., to Persons other. 

THAN THE LAND COMMISSION (SECTIONS 1 TO 5 OF THE Act). 

Originating During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, there were 
lodged, atJ ° nS lodged 7 3, 47 5 Applications, originating proceedings by Vendors for the sale of Estates 
to persons other than the Land Commission ; 1,390 of these Applications were lodged 
in the year ended 31st March, 1906. 

declared nd During the period, the lands comprised in 1,958 Applications were provisionally 
refused. declared fit to be regarded as “ separate Estates ” for the purpose of the Act; the 
number so declared in the year being 515. During the period 5 were withdrawn and 
28 refused, the numbers for the year being 1 and 17 respectively. The Commis- 
sioners in their Report for the period ended 31st March, 1905, have already given the 
reasons for refusing to declare as “ separate Estates ” the lands comprised in 11 
Applications ; the reasons for refusing to declare the 17 Estates rejected in the year- 
ended 31st March, 1906, are as follows : — 

In the case of 7 Applications, comprising 334 tenancies, the holdings were con- 
gested, and the lands in their then condition were not considered fit to be regarded as 
separate Estates; in one case, comprising 42 holdings, the Owner and his brother refused 
to allow lands in their own occupation to be divided amongst the tenants whose holdings 
were small and needed enlargement ; in one case, comprising 8 holdings, title proved to 
be defective. In the remaining 8 Applications, each comprising a single holding, 
the reasons for refusal were : — In one, the holding was already subject to a Land 
Purchase Annuity, which the Land Commission refused to apportion ; in one, the 
holding was not agricultural ; in four, the holdings were residential ; in one, the 
holding was occupied by the Owner’s brother on a property consisting of a large 
number of tenancies ; and in one, the proposed tenant purchaser failed to pay the 
interest in lieu of rent collectible by the Land Commission under Section 35 of 
the Act of 1896.

It has not been found possible, with the staff available and within reasonable time, 
to analyse in detail all the 86,898 Purchase Agreements lodged up to 31st March, 1906, 
so as to show by Counties and Provinces whether the rents payable for the holdings 
were first or second term rents or non-judicial rents, and whether the purchase prices Tabic iu. 
agreed on were within or without the Zones. The particulars available with regard 
to all Agreements lodged are contained in Tables I. and II, but in addition to the ■£* blos L and 
particulars given in these Tables as to all the Agreements lodged, a Return, Table IIa. , 
is furnished giving by Counties and Provinces, a detailed analysis of the 34,804 
Agreements which had been examined and classified up to 31st March, 1906. 

It will be seen from Table II. that, exclusive of Demesnes, the number of 
holdings in respect of which Purchase Agreements had been lodged in the four 
Provinces in the period up to 31st March, 1906, the aggregate purchase money, and 
the average purchase price per holding were as follows : —

It thus appears that the transfer of holdings is being made most rapidly in Ulster 
and most slowly in Connaught. 

From an examination of the statistics given in Table IIa., it will be observed 
that, of the 34,804 Purchase Agreements analysed and classified up to 31st March, 
1906, 13,058 were for second term judicial holdings, 9,383 for first term judicial hold- 
ings, 11,684 for Non-judicial holdings, 239 for cases in which part of the Purchase 
Money is payable in cash, 399 for parcels (Section 2), 29 for Demesnes (Section 3), and 
12 for parcels agreed to be purchased by Trustees for the purposes mentioned in 
Section 4 of the Act. As regards the 13,058 Second Term Judicial Holdings, the 
prices agreed on in 12,420 cases were within Zone limits (average number of years’ 
purchase being 24*8), while in 582 cases the percentage of reduction exceeded the 
maximum Zone limit (average number of years’ purchase being 20 -5)’, and in 56 cases 
the percentage of reduction was less than the minimum Zone limit (average number 
of years’ purchase being 28’4). As regards the 9,383 first term judicial holdings the 
prices agreed on in 9,013 cases were within zone limits (average number of years 
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purchase being 22‘0), while in 241 cases the percentage of reduction exceeded the 
maximum zone limit (average number of years’ purchase being 16*7) and in 129 cases 
the prices agreed on exceeded zone prices ('average number of years’ purchase being

In Tables Nos. XI. and XII. will be found a detailed analysis of all advances 
made in the year and during the period under review in respect of sales direct from 
landlord to tenant, under the provisions of Section 1-5 of the Act. These tables 
show by provinces and counties the number of years’ purchase, the percentage of 
reduction in judicial cases, first and second term, zone and non-zone cases, and non- 
judicial holdings, and particulars as to parcels and demesnes. 


It will be observed (Table XII., col. 7), that the number of years’ purchase of 
second term rents within zone limits was highest in Ulster, i.e. , 25 - 5, followed by 
24-8 years’ purchase in Connaught, and 24-4 and 23-8 in Leinster and Munster 
respectively, the average number of years’ purchase for second term rents for all Ire- 
land being 24 - 7. In the case of first term rents within zone limits the highest 
number of years’ purchase was 22 -8 for Leinster ; Ulster came next with 22-3 years’ 
purchase, then Connaught with 22-0, and Munster last with 21*2, the average number 
of years’ purchase for first term rents for all Ireland being 22-3. 
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Taking first and second term rents together it will be seen that the number of 
holdings in which the percentage of reduction exceeded the maximum zone limit was 
452, and the number in which the percentage of reduction was less than the minimum 
zone limit was 77. 


Taking the non-judicial holdings, the number of years’ purchase was 22 - 9 for 
Ulster, 21-9 for Leinster, 22-2 for Connaught, and 207 for Munster, or an average of 
217, as compared with 247, the average for second term rents within the zones, and 
22-3, the average for first term rents within the zones. 


The number and amounts of the advances applied for which the Commissioners 
refused either wholly or in part to sanction in the year and during the period under 
review, together with the reasons for refusal, are* given in Tables IX. and X. in the 
Appendix to this Keport. The figures in these Tables do not include applications for 
advances in respect of lands which the Commissioners refused to declare fit to be 
regarded as separate Estates for the purposes of the Act, particulars of which are given 
above. 


The following Table shows the average number of years purchase calculated in 
Land Stock and (so far as can be ascertained) in cash, paid during the five years 
preceding the passing of the Act of 1903, for holdings sold by landlords direct to 
tenants.

It will be observed that the average number of years’ purchase, calculated 
in Land Stock, for the 5 years preceding the passing of the Land Act of 1903 
was 18'0 ; that during the years 1899 and 1900, when Laud Stock was ordinarily 
above par, the number of years’ purchase calculated in cash was somewhat over 19 ; 
and that during the two years immediately preceding the passing of the Act of 1903, 
when Land Stock was below par, the average number of years’ purchase calculated

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in cash was about 17. The average number of years’ purchase paid in the 
case of sales by landlords direct to tenants for holdings, the purchase money of which 
was advanced in period ended 3lst March, 1906, is 22 '9 (Table XII., col. 55;, 
which, with the bonus, is equivalent to over 25^ years’ purchase, to the vendor, an 
increase of somewhat over 40 per cent, on prices obtained in the preceding 5 years, or 
of 50 per cent, on prices obtained during the two years immediately preceding the 
passing of the Act. 


The average rates per acre paid for all classes of holdings sold by landlords 
direct to tenants under Land Purchase Acts before and since the passing of the Irish 
Land Act, 1903, were as follows: — Act of 1885, -810*8 (cash) ; Acts of 1891-1896 
£9*2 (stock) ; Act of 1903 (to 31st March, 1906), £13-4 (cash). 


The average rate per acre paid during the 5 years immediately preceding the 
passing of the Act for holdings sold by landlords direct to tenants, was £8 -9 
(Stock), when no bonus was payable, as against £18*4 (cash) paid under the Act of 
1903, exclusive of bonus, which, with the bonus, would realize for the l a ndlord £15 
per acre. This figure compared with the prices previously paid shows an increase 
in the price per acre received by landlords, of 68*5 per cent. In this connection it 
may be mentioned that the average reduction in existing rents for holdings of all 
classes represented by the annuities payable under the present Act, is 25 per cent. ; 
under previous’ Acts, during the five years ended 31st March, 1903, it was 28 per- 
cent. 


(Mr. Wrench does not consider that the materials available enable a fair 
comparison by averages to be made. Averages based on the sales completed under 
the present Act up -to 31st March, 1906, would, in his opinion, be fallacious for the 
purpose of comparison, as they would be unduly affected by the character of the 
Estates sold shortly after the passing of the Act): 


Whether looked at from the point of view of the number of years’ purchase or the 
rate per acre, it is manifest that the prices now being paid by the tenants for purchase 
of holdings show a very large increase on the prices which were paid before the 
passing of the Act, while, when the bonus of 12 per cent, in addition is taken into 
consideration, the increase of price obtained by tbe landlords is still greater. 


II. 


Purchase and Resale of Estates by the Land Commission (Sections 6 and 8). 


It will be noticed that the number of Requests lodged by Vendors to inquire into 
the circumstances of Estates with a view to their purchase and resale by the Estates 
Commissioners is very small in comparison with the applications to have sales direct 
between landlords and tenants carried out. This is mainly due to the fact that 
Vendors hesitate to allow the Commissioners to fix a price on the holdings comprised 
in an Estate, preferring to deal directly, and if possible under the zones, with their 
tenants. 
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During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, 177 originat- Requests. 118 
ing Requests were lodged asking the Commissioners to inquire into the circumstances 
of estates with a view to purchase and resale. Of this number, 73 were received in 
the year ended 3lst March, 1906. 


During the period the Commissioners directed the necessary inquiries to be made inquiries 
in respect of 124 estates. In the year 53 of these inspections were directed to be (Tables in. 
made. During the period 6 requests were withdrawn or refused, and on the 31st an,IIV 0 
of March, 1906, there were 47 requests waiting to be ruled on by the Com- 
missioners. 


During the period inspections were made of 99 estates, 25 of which were inspected ^ e ecfcions 
in the year. In the case of 2 of the estates inspected in the period, the Commis- 
sioners refused to make an offer. 


On tho 31st of March, 1906, the Commissioners had estimated the price and offers to 
made offers amounting to <£1,450,978 to purchase 62 estates. 28 of these offers, (Tabiesin. 
amounting to £6^9,345 were made in the year. andiv.) 


During the period 58 offers, amounting to £1,419,923 were accepted by vendors, 0ffeis 
and one offer, amounting to £7,961, was refused by the vendor. 26 of these offers, refused.' °’ 

amounting to £720,719, were accepted in the vear. (Tabies in. 

° ’ ’ 1 - and IV.)- 


On the 31st of March, 1906, 3 offers, amounting to £23,094 were awaiting awaiting 
acceptance or refusal by vendors. acceptance. 


During the period, having obtained undertakings from not less than three-fourths Agreements 
of the tenants to purchase their holdings, the Commissioners entered into agreements (Tables m.’ 
to purchase 54 estates for £1,231,014. Agreements amounting to £540,893 were ftndlv .) 
made in the year for the purchase of 25 estates.

Detailed particulars of the lands purchased but not resold by the Commissioners 
on 3lst March, 1906, are given, by Counties and Provinces, in Table XXI. in the 
Appendix. For 19,163 acres of the tenanted land not resold, and for the whole of the 
untenanted land not resold, undertakings to purchase had been received by the 
Commissioners* but the lands had not been vested in the purchasers on the 31st 
March, 1906. 

It was not found necessary during the period ended 31st March, 1906, to make 
any orders under the compulsory powers conferred by Section 19 of the Act, and 
there were no cases in which the Lord Lieutenant, with the approval of the 
Treasury, dispensed with the conditions as to undertakings to purchase holdings laid 
down in Section 6, s.s. 2 of the Act. 


III. 

Congested Estates (Section 6, s.s. 4 and 5). 

Up till 31st March, 1905, the Commissioners had certified 3 estates to the Lord 
Lieutenant to be “ Congested ” Estates. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1906, 1 estate was so certified, the total since 
the commencement of the Act being 4. The Commissioners, however, subsequently 
dealt with 3 of these under provisions of the Act other than Section 6, s.s. 4 and 5, 
as they found it impracticable to treat them as Congested Estates. In one case the 
Lord Lieutenant determined that the conditions as' to resale without prospect 
of loss might be relaxed to the extent of a sum not exceeding 42,545. The Com- 
missioners made an offer of £50,913 to purchase this estate, which offer having been 
accepted by the Owner, the Commissioners entered into a formal agreement to pur- 
chase. The advance for its purchase had not been made on 31st March, 1906, and 
consequently no resale of any part of the estate had been made. 

It will be seen from the foregoing statement that the difficulties in dealing with 
Congested Estates pointed out in Section IV. of the Commissioners’ Interim 
Report, have continued to prevent any progress being made in dealing with such 
estates. As pointed out, an estate cannot be dealt with as “ congested ” unless the 
Owner so consents, and the estate is sold to the Commissioners, and Owners will not 
ordinarily so consent unless they are assured of getting as high a price as they 
would obtain if they had sold direct to the tenants.

Questions of great difficulty and complexity have also arisen on the interpretation 
to be attached to Section 43 (3) and Section 44 (2), and as to how the provisions of 
the former Section are to be applied in cases coming within the latter Section : these 
questions were referred for decision in the case of the Warden Estate, Co. Kerry. 
The judgment of the Judicial Commissioner has been given since the 31st March, 
1906 — the date up to which the Report is brought. 


The Commissioners understand the effect of this decision to be that, with the 
consent of the Lord Lieutenant, holdings on congested estates may be sold at prices 
less than those on which the purchase money agreed to be paid to the Owner was 
estimated by a sum within the limits permissible under Section 44 of the Act, and if, 
in consequence of expenditure out of the Reserve Fund, these holdings are sold at 
prices enhanced over the prices at which they would have been sold to the tenants 
without such expenditure, then the Reserve Fund will be entitled to be recouped to 
the extent of the outlay from it. 


For the foregoing reasons the Commissioners have, during the period covered by 
this Report, been unable to make practical progress in dealing with Congested 
Estates. 


IV. 


Purchase and Resale by the Land Commission of Estates in the Court of the 
Land Judge (Section 7.) 


During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, the Land 
Judge, at the request of the Land Commission, furnished particulars in respect of 
107 estates, to enable the Commissioners to have the estates inspected with a view 
to purchase and resale under Section 7 of the Act. In the year ended 31st March, 
1906, particulars were furnished in respect of 35 estates. 


During the period inspections were made of 90 estates, in three of which the 
Commissioners refused, after inspection, to make an offer, and on the 31st of March, 
1906, the remaining 17 estates were either in course of inspection or were awaiting 
inspection in their order. In the year 43 estates were inspected, and in one case 
the Commissioners, after inspection, did not see their way to make an offer. 


During the period the Commissioners estimated the price, and having obtained 
undertakings from not less than three-fourths of the tenants to purchase their holdings, 
made offers amounting to £584,993 to purchase 47 estates. In the year, Offers 
amounting to £348,507 were made for the purchase of 27 estates. 

During the period, 29 Offers, amounting to £383,388, were accepted by the Land 
Judge, and two, amounting to £8,296, were refused. In the year, 16 Offers, 
amounting to £225,460, were accepted, and one, amounting to £5,890, was refused. 

On the 31st of March, 1906, 16 Offers, amounting to £193,309, were awaiting 
acceptance or refusal by the Land Judge.

36 of these applications, 
comprising 9,544 acres, were received in the year ended 31st March, 1906.

Purchase and Sale of Untenanted. Land. 


Of the 86,898 Purchase Agreements lodged up to the 31st March, 1906, in the Direct Sales 
case of sales direct by landlords to tenants, 34,804 had, on that date, been examined 
and classified, and it will be seen, on reference to Table IIa. in the Appendix, that 
399 of these 34,803 Agreements were for the purchase of 9,181 acres of untenanted 
land. The lands comprised in 251 of these Agreements, and containing 4,178 acres, 
had been, on the 31st March, 1906. vested in the purchasers. 


As observed in their Report for the period ended 31st March, 1905, untenanted Sales under 
land offered for sale to the Commissioners is generally so offered as part of an estate ®“f‘ 8 ons 6l ‘ 
comprising . tenanted land, and in such cases is accounted for in this Report in the 
Tables dealing with the sale of such estates.

Until the Vendor has accepted the offer of the Commissioners and proved his title to 
sell, the Commissioners cannot agree to purchase an estate, and until they have 
acquired possession of the untenanted land, the Commissioners cannot proceed to 
stripe the lands, parcel it out into farms, and make the other necessary arrangements 
for its resale. The untenanted land purchased or agreed to be purchased by the

As the purchase and resale of untenanted land in Connaught is of special interest, 
the figures for that Province are given separately. Some of the parcels included in 
column (4) were allotted to tenants of uneconomic holdings on Estates in the 
neighbourhood of the Estates purchased by the Commissioners, and were, in effect, 
enlargements, but these parcels cannot be consolidated with the existing holdings 
of the purchasers unless the latter are being sold at the same time. 


In addition, the Commissioners— at the request of the Owners— directed pre- 
liminary inspections to be made of 11,571 acres of untenanted land, for the sale of 
which proceedings had not been instituted ; as regards 5,223 acres thereof, preliminary 
estimates were in the period under review furnished to the Owners of the prices the 
Commissioners would be prepared to give, provided proceedings for sale were 
instituted, and the necessary documents lodged, while as regards the remaining 6,348 
acres preliminary estimates have either since been furnished or will be furnished 
when the Inspectors’ Reports have been received and considered. These figures, as 
regards preliminary estimates, relate only to cases in which formal proceedings for 
sale had not been instituted on or before the 31st March, 1906, and do not, therefore, 
include particulars of cases in which, as the result of preliminary estimates of price 
furnished by the Commissioners, the Owners instituted formal proceedings for sale on 
or before that date. 


A Return of the untenanted land in Ireland has been recently prepared by the 
Commissioner of Valuation. The Commissioners propose, under Regulation 5 of the 
recent Regulations, to take steps to ascertain which of such lands are suitable for the 
purposes of the Act, and where suitable, whether the Owners are willing to sell them 
to the Commissioners.

Sale of Estates to the Congested Districts Board (Sections 72 and 79). 


During the period from 1st November, 1905, to 31st March, 1906, 67 originating 
requests for the sale of estates to the Congested Districts Board were transmitted by 
the Board to the Estates Commissioners, the Board having entered into preliminary 
agreements with the vendors to purchase the lands therein comprised for .£975,211. 
37 of these requests were transmitted in the year ended 31st March, 1906, the 
purchase money agreed on being T592,971. 
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During the period, title having been proved and other requirements complied 
with, 12 estates, comprising 54,408 acres, were vested in the Board, the purchase- 
money advanced being .£199,581. 11 of these estates, comprising 52,883 acres, were 

vested in the year, the purchase money advanced being ,£183,544.

It will be seen from the foregoing Tables that the advances made during the year 
ended 31st March, 1906, by the Estates Commissioners under all sections amounted 
to £5,202,042, while the advances made during the period from the commencement 
of the Act up to the 31st of March, 1905, amounted to <£4,653,004. The 
amount of advances, however, applied for in agreements for purchase by sales 
direct lodged during the year ended 31st March, 1906, amounted to £15,864,072, so 
that the amount of work remaining to be disposed of rapidly increased ; the applica- 
tions for advances in sales direct undisposed of on the 31st March, 1905, amounting 
to £12,435,053, while on the 31st of March, 1906, there were applications undis- 
posed of in respect of £24,290,114. 

During the latter portion of the period now under review the legal and clerical 
staff was considerably strengthened, and lately further increases of the outdoor staff 
have been sanctioned or are under consideration. The increased staff has not yet 
been at work for a sufficient time to make any appreciable impression on the rate of 
the output of work, but it is hoped that during the ensuing twelve months, with the 
addition to the staff now sanctioned or under consideration, advances may be made 
more rapidly. The practical administrative difficulties, however, of largely increasing 
the present output of work are considerable : for example, a total advance of ten millions 
a year would mean an advance for ten months in the year of £250,000 per week, and, as 
the average purchase money of a holding is in or about £350, this would mean the 
completion of the sale of over 700 holdings per week for some 40 weeks in the year, 
involving a vast amount of detail work in checking, surveying, inspecting, ruling 
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by Commissioners, investigating title, etc. In this connection it may be mentioned 
that on the 31st of March of this year, the end of the period under review, there had 
been inspected, and ruled on by the Commissioners, property to the value of £5,784,000, 
the making of the advances for the purchase of which awaited the disposal of questions 
of title, or queries on the Commissioners’ rulings. 

The work of the Commissioners is still considerably hampered by inadequate and 
inconvenient accommodation. The staff is scattered through the houses Nos. 23, 24, 
25 and 26 Upper Merrion Street, in rooms in many cases small and ill-ventilated, 
and with insufficient intercommunication. Much loss of time and inconvenience 
to the staff and the public are thus caused. 

IX. 

Purchase of Lands by Trustees for Purposes of Turbary, Pasturage, &c. 

(Section 4). 

31 agreements were lodged during the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st 
March, 1906, for the purchase of parcels of land by Trustees for the purpose of tur- 
bary, pasturage, or other purposes mentioned in Section 4 of the Act. 1 2 of these 
agreements were lodged in the year ended 31st March, 1906. 

During the period, 12 parcels, comprising 3', 359 acres, were vested in Trustees for 
one or other of the purposes mentioned in Section 4, the purchase money being £5,177, 
of which £60 was lodged in cash. These lands are held by the Trustees, subject to 
the terms and conditions specified in Schemes for the user of such lands, approved of 
by the Lord Lieutenant under Section 20 of the Act. 8 of these parcels, comprising 
2,935 acres, were vested in the year, the purchase money being £1,399, of which £60 
was lodged in cash. Particulars of these cases are given in Table XXVIII. in the 
Appendix.

XI. 

Improvement of Estates and TJntenanted Land ( Sections 12 and 43). 

It has now been settled that free grants or advances may be made out of the 
Reserve Fund for improvements in the case of sales by landlords to tenants direct, 
as in the case of sales to the Land Commission ; in case of sales direct such advances 
cannot be made repayable by purchase annuities pursuant to the provisions of Section 
45, but may be made repayable by special agreement ; also that Section 12 applies 
equally to both classes of sales, and that the expression “ for the benefit or improve- 
ment of estates or untenanted land ” in that Section is not confined to improvement 
works, but applies to steps taken for the benefit of the estate as well as works 
executed or caused to be executed.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that, of the sums expended in the year and 
in the period, £6,088 Os. 7d. and £9,122 12s. Id. respectively were sanctioned by way 
of free grant, and ai-e, therefore, not repayable, and that the sums of £3,004 5s. 9d. 
and £4,872 5s. 6d. respectively are repayable by the purchasing tenants as part ot 
their Land Purchase Annuities, representing the enhanced prices of their holdings 
on resale after improvement. 

No sums were advanced and made repayable by tenant purchasers which were not 
included in the Land Purchase Annuities. 

For the purposes of providing the necessary funds to meet the foregoing expenditure, 
the Treasury, in the year ended the 31st March, 1906, advanced to the Commis- 
sioners, out of the Reserve Fund, pursuant to Section 43 of the Act, for the benefit 
and improvement of estates and untenanted land, the sum of £10,000, making the 
total sum of £16,026 so advanced in the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st 
March, 1900.

Negotiation Fees ( Section 23, s.s. 11 if 12). 

During the year ended 31st March, 1906, the Commissioners sanctioned, under 
Section 23 (12) of the Act, Negotiation Fees in respect of 178 estates on 
which an agent had been employed by the Vendor to negotiate the sale of 
such estates to persons other than the Land Commission. The total fees sanctioned 
amounted to £46,369 3s. 5d., which sum represents an average percentage of 2*4 on 
the aggregate purchase moneys. The total amount of fees sanctioned from the com- 
mencement of the Act up till 31st March, 1906, was £68,891 19s. lid., in respect 
of 259 estates, the average percentage being 2 -3. 


Up till 31st March, 1905, no negotiation fees had been paid, under Section 23 (11) 
of the Act, to negotiators of estates sold to the Irish Land Commission under Sections 
6, 7, and 8 ; but, during the year under review, fees amounting to £1,459 8s. 7d. 
were, with the assent of the Treasury, paid as part of the expenses of the Land Com- 
mission to negotiators of such sales, this sum representing 0’85 per cent, on the 
aggregate purchase moneys. It should be mentioned that in the case of estates sold 
to the Land Commission, the duties of the negotiator are, as a rule, confined to nego- 
tiating the sale of the property to the Commissioners, and the arrangements for the 
resale to the tenants, including the striping and allotment of untenanted land, the 
rearrangement, enlargement, and improvement of holdings, are carried out by their 
inspectors and other officials. 


XIV. 

Questions of Law. 


In the year ended 31st March, 1906, the Judicial Commissioner decided 29 questions 
of Law referred by the Estates Commissioners, pursuant to Section 23 (1) of the Act, 
making a total number of 43 decided in the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st 
March, 1906. 

No applications were made to the High Court (Section 23) (2) to require the 
Commissioners to refer a question of law to the Judicial Commissioners for decision. 


XV. 


Sub-Tenants and Joint- Tenants — Section 15. 


During the year ended 31st March, 1906, 61 Sub-Tenants and 19 Joint-Tenants 
were declared to be tenant-purchasers, and had their holdings vested in them. 

Up till the 31st March, 1906, the total number of Sub-Tenants who had their 
holdings vested in them was 178 ; of Joint-Tenants the number was 32.

XYII. 

Accommodation for Labourers ( Section 96). 

On the inspection of each estate, inquiries are made as to whether accommodation 
is needed for labourers. 

During the year the Estates Commissioners forwarded to the Local Government 
Board and Rural District Councils 29 Representations advising that 46 cottages 
should be erected to supply the needs of the same number of holdings. 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, up till 31st March, 1906, the Estates 
Commissioners forwarded 51 Representations for the erection of 94 cottages to supply 
the needs of 68 holdings. 

The Commissioners are not aware whether any action has been taken on these 
representations. They are, however, of opinion that the agency at their disposal, 
viz., Inspectors and Surveyors who visit estates, with a view to advances being 
made under the Purchase Acts, is not a suitable one for the framing of schemes 
required by Section 96 of the Act, These officers can give an opinion as to whether 
additional accommodation is required for labourers on estates inspected by them, and 
the Commissioners can place the information thus acquired before the Local Govern- 
ment Board and the local authorities, leaving them to make such use of it as they 
may think fit, but even this information cannot be regarded as absolutely reliable, 
as judicial holdings, sold at prices falling within the zones, are visited only by 
Boundary Surveyors whose opinions on the question of the accommodation required 
in a locality for labourers might be considered not to form a sufficient basis for action 
by the local authorities. 
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XVIII. 

Sporting Rights ( Section 18). 

In the 1,006 estates for the purchase of which advances were made during the 
period from 1st November, 1903, to the 31st March, 1906, the sporting rights were 
dealt with as follows : — 

In 40 estates exclusive sporting rights were preserved to superior landlords. 

In 966 estates sporting rights, within the definition of Section 13, s.s. 2, of the Irish 
Land Act, 1903, were vested as follows : — In 732 estates in the purchasers ; in 145 
in the vendors ; in 48 in the purchasers concurrently with the superior landlords ; 
in 13 in the vendors concurrently with the superior landlords ; in 6 in the Land 
Commission concurrently with the superior landlords ; in 10 partly in the purchasers 
and partly in the vendors ; in 12 in the Land Commission. 

The attention of the Commissioners has been called to some cases where the 
purchasing tenants, in whom the sporting rights were vested, have arranged to 
preserve the game on their holdings, with a view to letting the shooting for the benefit 
of the tenant purchasers each season. This has resulted in considerable profit to the 
purchasers, and is a practice which the Commissioners desire to encourage in every- 
way in their power. 

Draft Regulations, dealing with sporting rights vested in the Land Commission, 
under Section 12 of the Act, have been submitted to the Lord Lieutenant, and are 
under consideration. 

XIX. 

Mines and Minerals ( Section 13). 

In the 1,006 estates, for the purchase of which advances were made during the 
period from 1st November, 1903, to the 31st March, 1906, the right of mining and 
taking minerals was dealt with as follows : — 

In 949 estates they were vested in the Land Commission ; in 121 in the superior 
landlords ; and in 23 partly in the superior landlords and partly in the Land Com- 
mission. 

Up to the present no provision has been made by Parliament as to the manner in 
which the mining and mineral rights, reserved to the Land Commission under Section 
13 (3) of the Act, shall be disposed of by that Department, but it is understood that 
the matter is engaging the attention of the Irish Government. 

XX. 

Ancient Monuments ( Section 14). 

Inspectors'and Surveyors are required to furnish in their Reports particulars of any 
ancient or medieval structures or monuments, or the remains thereof, which may be on 
the holdings inspected, in order that the Commissioners may be in a position to con- 
sider the advisability of vesting them, pursuant to Section 14, either in the Com- 
missioners of, Public Works or in the County Council. 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, the Commis- 
sioners were so informed of the existence of 67 monuments or structures. Of these, 
the Commissioners of Public Works have consented to allow two to be vested in 
them, the County Council of Kildare one, the County Council of Westmeath one, 
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and the County Council of Down three. In twenty cases investigations as to 
whether the monuments or structures were worthy of preservation by the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works or by the County Council were not completed, and in the 
remaining cases the monuments or structures proved not to be sufficiently important 
to be reserved under Section 14 of the Act. 


XXL 

Evicted Tenants ( Section 2, s.s. 1 (d). 

Under the Regulations in force up to February of this year, the Commissioners 
could “ only consider the question of providing a holding for a tenant evicted 
“ from any holding comprised in an Estate upon the sale of that Estate, 
“ and where there is untenanted land available for such purpose either comprised 
“in an Estate or acquired by the Commissioners under Section 8 of the 
“ Act.” This restriction has now been removed, and it is hoped that the appoint- 
ment of the additional Assistant Inspectors for whom sanction has recently been 
obtained will enable the Commissioners to inquire gradually into the circumstances 
of all the cases in which applications have been received, with a view to determining 
as to those applicants whose history, circumstances, and habits, of industry will point 
to the desirability of providing them with holdings where possible. 


A considerable proportion of the applications received from persons claiming to be 
evicted tenants will probably be found unsustainable. Some applicants were evicted 
owing to the pressure of high rents, or as the results of general land disputes, 
others lost their holdings owing to the action of creditors other than the landlords, 
others in consequence of an incapacity or thriftlessness which make it probable that 
their reinstatement would be useless to themselves and a burden to the ratepayers. It 
will be necessary to differentiate between the several classes of applicants, but the 
Commissioners will endeavour to effect a settlement in all suitable cases. 

It should, however be remembered that the powers of the Commissioners for dealing 
with such cases are limited to Estates which are being, or are proposed to be, sold 
under the Act, and that owners are as a rule unwilling to restore Evicted Tenants, 
except with a view to an immediate sale, and then only, having regard to the cost 
of title, &c., when the Estate is being sold as a whole. 


During the year ended 3lst March, 1906, applications had been received from 
661 persons describing themselves as evicted tenants or their representatives. Of 
these applicants, 86 appeared on the face of the applications to be outside the purview 
of Section 2. Sub-Section 1 (d) of the Act — as they had been evicted more than 
twenty-five years before the passing of the Act, or their former holdings were not 
holdings to which the Land Law Acts apply. 


During the year the Commissioners were informed that 183 evicted tenants had 
been reinstated or provided with other holdings by landlords ; and 53 evicted tenants 
were reinstated or provided with holdings on estates purchased, or agreed to be pur- 
chased, by the Land Commission. 

Table xxvii. During the period from the commencement of the Act to the 31st March, 1906, 
5,287 applications were received, 201 of which were outside the purview of Section 2, 
s.s. 1 (d), and 9 were refused by the Commissioners. Up till 31st March, 1906, 284 
evicted tenants had, according to information received by the Commissioners, been 
reinstated or provided with other holdings by landlords, and 103 were reinstated or 
provided with holdings on estates purchased, or agreed to be purchased, by the Land 
Commission. 
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There are, no doubt, other cases which had not yet come to the notice of the Commis- 
sioners where evicted tenants were reinstated in their former holdings or provided 
with other holdings by landlords or by the Congested Districts Board on estates 
purchased by that Board, or by the Land Judge on estates sold by him otherwise 
than under Section 7. 

In connection with the reinstatement of Evicted Tenants, the Commissioners during 
the year authorised the expenditure of £13,079 10s. (of which £10,749 10s. was by 
way of free grant) out of the Reserve Fund for the improvement of holdings, purchase 
of stock, &e. The total sum authorised for these purposes during the period from 1st 
November, 1903, to 31st March, 1906, was £20,727 10s., of which £16,076 10s. was by 
way of free grant. 

The Tables in the Appendix furnish, for the year and for the period under review, 
statistical information in detail of the various classes of sales referred to in the 
Report.

Regulations dated 13th February, 1906, and 5th March, 1906 made by the 
Lord Lieutenant under Section 23 (8) of the Irish Land Act, 1903. 


(1). Regulations dated V3th February , 1906.* 


Bv the Lord L’eutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland. 

ABERDEEN. 

W E, John Campbell, Earl of Aberdeen, Lord 
Lieutenant-General and General Governor 
of Ireland, hereby make the following Regulations 
under Section 23 (8) of the Irish Land Act, 1903, 
in lieu of the Regulations issued on July 4th, 1905, 
which are hereby cancelled. 

I. 

(Priority.) 

(a.) The Estates Commissioners shall so regulate 
their business that advances in respect of estates 
or holdings proposed to be sold under Sections 1 to 5 
of the Act shall be sanctioned, so far as practicable, 
in the order of priority in which the Agreements to 
Purchase were lodged in the offices of the Estates 
Commissioners, and the other duties imposed on 
Vendors and Tenant-purchasers by law have been 
discharged. 

(b.) The offers for the purchase of estates proposed, 
to be sold to the Commissioners under Section 6 of 
the Act shall, so far as is reasonably practicable, be 
made by the Estates Commissioners in the order of 
priority according to which the Originating Requests 
were lodged in their office, and the other duties 
imposed on Vendors and Tenant-purchasers by law 
have been discharged. 

(c.) The offers for the purchase of estates proposed 
to be sold under Section 7 shall, so far as is reasonably 
practicable, be made in the order of priority accord- 
ing to which the particulars and documents required 
under Section 7 (1) of the Act and Rule 25 of the 
Rules of 23rd October, 1903, have been furnished by 
the Land Judge. Provided also, that the Estates 
Commissioners may, if they think fit, accelerate the 
sanction of the advance of purchase-money, of any 
estate out of the ordinary order of priority for the 
special reasons to be recorded in writing. 

II. 

( Town or Village Holdings.) 

The Estates Commissioners may advance for the 
purchase of town or village holdings, coming within 
the provisions of the Land Purchase Acts, such sums 
as they shall consider to be secured by the sites of 
the houses and any land attached thereto. 

If application is made for sums exceeding what | 
the Estates Commissioners consider to be secured as ] 
aforesaid the Estates Commissioners should, in deal- 
ing with such applications, have regard to the 
following considerations : — 

(1.) That the primary object of the Land Purchase 
Acts is the transfer of the fee of agricultural 
and pastoral land .from the landlords to the 
occupiers. 

(2.) That the security afforded by buildings alone 
is insufficient, inasmuch as buildings are liable 
to deterioration in value and to total destruc- 
tion by fire or other causes. 

III. 

(Evicted Tenants.) 

The Estates Commissioners shall make inquiries 
as to the persons who have lodged applications for 
advances for the purchase of land and who claim to 
come within the provisions of Section 2 (1) (d) of the 
Act, and shall prepare lists of such persons with a 
view to the provision of holdings for such of them 
as it may be desirable to provide with holdings.

The Estates Commissioners may approach the 
owner of an estate from which tenants have been 
evicted and may propose to purchase from him so 
much land as they may consider necessary for the 
purposes of Section 2 (1) ( d) ■ au d may, if the owner 
so desires, furnish him with preliminary estimates 
of the prices they are prepared to give for such 
portion of the estate. They may also furnish him 
with preliminary estimates of the prices they are 
prepared to give for the whole estate if he so desires. 

V. 

The Estates Commissioners shall make such 
inquiries as they think fit with a view to ascertaining 
the existence of untenanted land suitable for purchase 
either as a separate estate or under Sections 6 and 7 
j of the Act, or for the purposes of Section 8 of the 
j Act, and shall take such steps as they think advisable 
j for the purchase of such land. 

VI. 

(Parcels of Land.) 

Where a parcel of land is sold under Section 2 to 
a person not being in possession of any other land, 
the parcel should, so far as reasonably practicable, 
be of sufficient size and fertility to enable the pur- 
chaser, if he manages and cultivates it properly, to 
pay the Purchase Annuity and other outgoings and 
to maintain himself and his family on its produce, 
not only at the time of the sale, but, so far as can be 
reasonably anticipated, in the future. 

When a parcel of land is so sold to a person being 
in possession of other land this regulation shall apply 
with the substitution, for the parcel sold under 
Section 2, of the total amount of land in his posses- 
sion after he has been put into possession of the parcel 
sold under Section 2. 

A parcel of land shall not be sold to any person of 
whose farming experience, habits of industry, and 
competence to work the land as a holding, and pur- 
pose so to work it and not to sell or assign it, the 
Estates Commissioners are not reasonably satisfied. 

VII. 

(Improvement Loans and Grants.) 

Where an application under Section 12 for a grant, 
or an advance for an improvement is made to the 
Estates Commissioners, they shall cause an inquiry 
to be made as to the propriety of granting the appli- 
cation and having considered the results of such 
inquiry, they may, if they think nt, refer the 
application to the Commissioners of Public Works or 
deal with the matter themselves under the above- 
mentioned Section. 

VIII. 

Where differences exist between landlord and 
tenant in connection with the terms or conditions of 
the purchase and sale of an estate, and the Estates 
Commissioners have reason . to believe that their 
action as conciliators would be beneficial to both 
parties and would lead to an amicable settlement of 
the dispute, they may approach the parties, with a 
view to such a settlement and to facilitating the sale 
and purchase of the estate.

WE, John Campbell, Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, being advised that the Irish Land Act, 1903, contemplate 
that Instructions for the guidance of Inspectors working under the Orders of the 
Estates Commissioners should be issued by the Estates Commissioners subject 
always to such Regulations as the Lord Lieutenant may make from time to time, 
and, furthermore, that the Instructions, dated 9t-h February, 1905, having been 
found to need amendment, should be cancelled, do hereby cancel the said Instruc- 
tions, dated 9th February, 1905, and do hereby, under Section 23 (8) of the Irish 
Land Act, 1903, make the following Regulations: — 

I. The Estates Commissioners shall prepare and issue suitable Instruc- 

tions! for the guidance of the Inspectors working under them, such 
Instructions to be in all respects conformable with the provisions of 
the Act as judicially interpreted. 

II. The Estates Commissioners shall also direct the Inspectors, when acting 

under such Instructions, to have careful regard to such judicial 
interpretations of the Law as may be hereafter made. 

III. The Estates Commissioners shall forward copies of all such Instruc- 

tions for the information of the Lord Lieutenant.

INSTRUCTIONS TO INSPECTORS, DATED 9th MARCH, 1906, ISSUED BY THE 
ESTATES COMMISSIONERS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE REGULATIONS MADE 
BY THE LORD LIEUTENANT, DATED THE 5th MARCH, 1906.* 


PART I. 

Instructions in case of Sales to Persons other than the Land Commission. 

I. When the Commissioners have provisionally determined what lands are 
fit to be regarded as a separate estate, and the Purchase Agreements for the lands 
so to be dealt with have been received, the case will be referred for inspection 
and report. 

Where any special instructions other than those contained herein are given 
in the particular case, a Minute of such will be furnished to the Inspector, who 
will also be supplied with certain documents, viz.: — 

I. Schedule (A), (B), (C), and (D) in the Appendix hereto, viz. : — 

(A). Holdings, the purchase money of which is within the zones. 

(B.) Holdings held at Judicial Bents, the purchase money of 
which is outside the zones. 

(C.) Non-judicial holdings. 

(D). Parcels under Sections 2 and 4. 

II. Map of the estate, lodged by the vendor, or a tracing or copy thereof. 

III. Copy of Schedules I. and IV. to the Originating Application lodged in 

the case. 

IV. Schedule of tenancies. 

V. Other documents, if any, which the Commissioners may direct to be 
furnished, such as applications from evicted tenants on the estate 
or in the neighbourhood, &c. 

2. The Inspector sent to inspect any estate or lands, after giving due notice, 
which should, as a rule, be not less than two clear days, to the vendor or his 
agent and the tenants, or to such of. them as may appear necessary as set out 
in the Particulars of Tenancies, and to any other persons who have signed 
purchase agreements, and to whom it may be desirable to give notice, shall visit 
the estate. He should, as soon as possible, prepare and send in a report on the 
form prescribed, which should give a general description of the whole estate, 
noting the nature and character of the land and its physical situation, the pur- 
poses for which the holdings are generally used, the economic condition of the 
occupiers, and how they work their holdings, the character of any untenanted land 
or demesne, and how it is used, and any special advantages or disadvantages that 
should be brought to the attention of the Commissioners. 

In making his general report on an estate the Inspector should call attention

10. The Inspector or Surveyor deputed for the purpose should state whether 
the boundaries of the estate and the holdings thereon, including the boundaries 
of the various parcels of land tenanted or untenanted, and demesne lands as 
shown on the Map lodged by the Vendor, are correct, and how there accuracy has 
been tested and checked. He should also compute the area of each holding as 
shown on the Map. If the boundaries or areas are found to be incorrect in any 
particular, he should so state, and specify what alterations have been made or 
steps taken for their correction. If the errors in the maps or areas are of a 
substantial character which affect the purchase agreement, the consent of all 
parties who are likely to be affected by the proposed correction of the error should 
be obtained m writing and annexed to the Inspector’s Beport. If the consent of 
tne parties concerned cannot be obtained to the proposed correction, that fact 
with the reasons, should be stated.

The instructions in Part I. of these Instructions, in so far as applicable, 
should be observed by the Inspector, and the following special instructions in 
addition. 

37. The Inspector in estimating the prices at which the Commissioners may 
in his opinion propose to purchase the estate should, with respect of each holding 
or parcel of land comprised in the estate, have regard: — 

(a.) To the security for an advance; 

(b.) To the provisions of the Act (Sections 1-5) in respect of advances; 

(c.) To the prices which the tenants and other persons are willing to give 
for the holdings and other parcels of land; 

He should also bear in mind that he is required to estimate the price as well 
as the security for an advance. The Inspector in arriving at his estimate of price 
in each case should take care that he does not assess any part of that price on 
the tenant’s interest or improvements, and on the other hand that he does not 
credit the tenant with improvements which are the property of the Vendor; that 
in fact his estimate should be based on the Vendor’s interest in each holding 
which is proposed to be sold. He should bear in mind the difference between 
“price” and “security.” The latter depends on the value of the holding as it 
stands, the former on the interest of the Vendor therein that he proposes to sell. 
If the Inspector confuses “ price ” and “ security ” he may arrive at an estimate of 
price that would result in the tenant being called on to purchase his own im- 
provements. 

Also it must be remembered that the tenant may be compelled to purchase 
his holding under Section 19 of the Act, at the price estimated by the Com- 
missioners, should he be included in a one-fourth minority who refuse to purchase. 
Consequently the price should be fair and equitable to him, as well as to the 
Vendor and the .other persons interested. 

Where the tenants have expressed their willingness to pay certain prices 
before the inspection of the estate, a list of such prices will be furnished by the 
office to the Inspector, which may be referred to by him as evidence of the prices 
which the tenants were willing to give at the time they expressed their willingness 
to pay those prices, and the Inspector should ascertain whether the tenants are 
still willing to give the same prices, and, if not, what prices they are willing to 
give at the time of the inspection. 

Where the Inspector is of opinion that the price should be a different amount 
from that which the tenant is willing to give for the holding or parcels reported 
upon, he should state his reasons in the case of each tenant separately for coming 
to such a conclusion, and should state also whether in his opinion the tenant of 
any holding should, if he refuses the offer to purchase at his (the Inspector’s) 
estimated price, be deemed to have accepted the offer, under Section 19. 

38. The Inspector should inquire and report in the case of each holding as 
to the amount of the actual arrears due and admitted to be due up to the gale 
day preceding the inquiry, utilising for this purpose the Rental, Receiver’s Ac- 
count, or other document furnished to him, and ascertain what sum has been paid 
since such document was furnished, so as to enable the Commissioners to form 
an estimate of the arrears due. He should report what portion of such arrears 
the vendor might reasonably expect to receive, and the tenant be asked to pay, 
and what portion (if any) should be remitted under the powers in Section 18 of 


39. Where portion or the whole of the estate consists of untenanted lands, 
whether the case is under Sections 6, 7, or 8, the Inspector should report as to 
their general character. He should state how and in what manner such lands can 
best be dealt with should the estate be purchased by the Commissioners, and he 
should estimate the amount for which such untenanted land may be purchased bv 
the Commissioners, and report whether in his opinion there are suitable persons 
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who will be willing to purchase at his estimated prices. He must also bear m 
mind that from the date of the agreement to purchase from the vendor until the 
purchase money is distributed, the income from the tenanted and untenanted land 
must be sufficient to enable the Land Commission to pay 3£ per cent, on the 
purchase money to the Vendor. 

40. If it is proposed to treat a parcel of land as a separate holding the In- 
spector should report as to its suitability as such ; whether house accommodation 
or other improvements are necessary, and if so how such are to be provided. It 
the proposed purchaser is a tenant on the estate or a small tenant on an adjoin- 
ing estate, the question of amalgamating the parcel with the holding of such 
tenant should be considered, and the facilities for access and other conditions 
stated. 

41. Where, in the opinion of the Inspector, some of the holdings on the ^[gement 
estate require improvement, he should' so state, and give particulars of what ment ot hold 
steps should be taken for the purpose, either by the enlargement of holdings by mgs. 
addition of untenanted land, or the exchange of holdings or otherwise. He 

should also, where possible, estimate the probable cost of such improvements, 
including the erection of houses, drainage, fencing, &c., and state whether such 
cost could be recovered by sales at an enhanced price to tenants or others pursuant 
to Section 43 of the Act, or whether a free grant should be made, or whether 
such improvements might be more suitably executed by means of loans from the 
Board of Works, and should distinguish in his Report improvements which are 
urgent and capable of being carried out immediately from those which he thinks 
may be executed at some future time. 

42. Finally, the Inspector should estimate the price at which he considers Fmaiestimatc 
the Commissioners may safely offer to purchase the whole estate, basing- such 0 pnce ' 
price on the respective amounts estimated in respect of : — 

(a.) Each tenanted holding. 

(b.) The untenanted land, that may be disposed of to other persons. 

(c.) Demesne or other lands which it is intended the Vendor should 
re-purchase. 

43. When an estate has been declared by the Commissioners to be a con-. Congested 
gested estate as defined by Section 6 (5) of the Act, the Inspector will receive estates ' 
special instructions in each case. 


PART III. 

Improvements, Purchase of Stock, &c. 

44. In the cases of estates sold by owners to tenants direct, the Commis- 
sioners have no power to make advances repayable by purchase annuities for 
buildings or other improvements. If in such cases loans are required for these 
purposes they should be obtained by the occupier from the Board of Works under 
the Land Improvement Acts. In exceptional cases in which the loan could not 
be obtained from the Board of Works, and the improvement in the opinion of the 
Inspector is necessary, the Commisioners will consider the advisability of making 
a loan for the improvement repayable in instalments under special deed or 
contract. 

In the case of estates purchased by the Commissioners, they have power to 
make advances repayable by purchase annuities for buildings and other improve- 
ments out of the Reserve Fund. 
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In the case of estates sold by owners to tenants direct, and in the case of 
estates purchased by the Commissioners, the Commissioners have power to make 
free grants out of the Reserve Fund for buildings or other improvements, and for 
the purchase of stock, implements, &c. ; but the Inspector should bear in mind 
that, as the Reserve Fund is limited in amount, free grants should only be given 
where really necessary. Where the Commissioners sanction free grants, the 
occupier will be required to sign a deed charging the holding or parcel with the 
repayment of the amount of the grant in the event of his transferring, without the 
consent of the Commissioners, the holding or parcel within five years of the 
grant being made, or his failing to work the holding in a husbandlike manner. 


PART IV. 

Evicted Tenants. 

45. When required to report as to an applicant for a holding purporting to 
come within Section 2 (1) ( d ) of the Act, the Inspector should, where necessary 
and after giving due notice in writing, visit the Applicant, and, after making 
careful inquiries, report as to the following matters : — 

{a). The date and cause of the eviction. 

(b) . The area, rent, and Poor Law Valuation of the holding from which the 

Tenant was evicted, and the amount of Rent due at the date of the 
eviction. 

(c) . Whether the Holding wias, at the date of eviction, and is now, pro- 

vided with Buildings. 

(d) . The name of the present Occupier, stating whether such person is 

Owner or Tenant. 

(e) . The present condition of the Applicant; where and how he lives; the 

number and age of his family; his suitability to work land if allotted 
to him, and whether he has ‘now any lands, and if so, particulars 
should be given ; also the means which the tenant may have at his 
disposal for working Land, specifying, farm implements, capital, 
stock, &e. 

(/). Whether the friends or relations of the evicted tenant would, in the 
event of his being allotted a holding, assist him, and to what extent. 

(g). His character for steadiness and industry, and the probability of his 
succeeding as a farmer if he gets a holding, and for this purpose 
the Inspector may,, where he thinks it advisable, consult trustworthy 
people in the locality. 

46. When making inquiries or interviewing applicants, the Inspector should 
be careful to avoid doing or saying anything which might afterwards be con- 
strued as a promise, and should also be careful not to be the cause, directly or 
indirectly, of any pressure being brought to bear on any Owner or occupier of land. 

47. Should the Inspector consider, after inquiry, that it is impracticable or 
undesirable to attempt to provide a holding for the applicant, he should so report, 
giving his reasons in full. 

48. Where the holding from which the applicant has been evicted is in the 
Owner’s hands, the Commissioners will, when they think it desirable, ascertain 
from the Owner whether he is willing to enter into negotiations for the sale of 
the holding, and with this view to allow it to be valued. If the Owner so con- 
sents the Inspector will be informed accordingly, and' he should, after giving due 
notice to the Owner or his agent, visit the holding, mark the boundaries on the 
Ordnance Sheet, compute the area, and report: — 

(a). The sum which he regards as the present gross Fair Rent of the 
holding. 
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(&). The price at which he estimates that the holding may be purchased, 
having regard to security and to the fact that the annuity will re- 
main payable, without variation, during a period of 68£ years. 

(c) . The annuity on the Purchase Money, and any further information 

which he considers may be useful to the Commissioners. 

(d) . The Inspector should also describe the buildings and other improve- 

ments, if any, and by whom they were made, and if there are not 
any buildings, he should state the sum which would be required to 
provide the holding with the necessary buildings. 

49. The Inspector should report what buildings or other improvements are 
necessary for the holding if the evicted tenant is to be restored thereto, and what 
assistance such tenant wbuld require in the way of stock or implements., rie 
should also report how far such buildings and improvements or other assistance 
can be provided for by means of advances to the tenant, and how far free grants 
will be necessary. Where possible, improvements should be carried out by the 
tenants themselves with the help of an advance or grant, rather than by the j^and 
Commission. 

50. Where the Inspector finds that it is not possible to restore the evicted 
tenant to his former holding, he should make enquiry and report whether other 
land in the locality, if possible, could be acquired in order that such tenant may 
be provided with another holding. 


51. Inspectors’ Reports should be furnished on the prescribed forms and 
should be treated as Confidential.
